Mayor McNellis Designates Tomorrow 
As “Americanization Day”; Noted 
Orator Will Stage Program That 
Has Been Widely Received 


Arrangements have bean com¬ 
pleted for the observance tomor¬ 
row of Americanization Day, which 
will be featured by the appearance 
of Capt. S. N. Dancey, nationally 
known Americanization worker. In 
four addresses to different groups 
in the city under the auspices of 
the local American I.eglon post. 

Mayor Hugh F. McNeills has Is¬ 
sued a proclamation requesting 
the observance by all citizens of 
Americanization Day and request¬ 
ing that American flags be dis¬ 
played In show windows and on 
buildings by the merchants, and 
that the streets be made gay with 
patriotic colors. 

Fraternal organizations and busi¬ 
ness clubs have promised to at 
tend the big noon luncheon to be 
held In Metropolitan Hall. Mem¬ 
bers of the chamber of commerce, 
the merchants' association, and 
every lodge and welfare organize 
tlon will be on hand to hear Cap 
tain Dancey's message. 


The luncheon meeting Is regard-1 
ed as one of the most important of ( 
the day because it gives Captain 
Dancey an opportunity to reflect 
the spirit of business men in mak j 
ing reports on various communi-j 
ties. I 

It Is expected that the high] 
school auditorium will be packed 
for the mass meeting at 8 o’clock. I 
Here the orator will discuss na-i 
tlonal and international phases of j 
Americanization. Legion officials 
are requesting that South San 
Francisco give the speaker the! 
same huge crowds that have greet-; 
ed him in other parts of the Btate.

It( 
has been presented in many parts! 
of the state. Wednesday Captain 
Dancey talked to overflow meet¬ 
ings In San Mateo, and last night 
he was greeted by a huge crowd l 
in Redwood City, where he deliv¬ 
ered his message of Americanism.;

HUMOR AS A CURE 


The "Saving Sense’ Now Urged as a Means 
of Restoring Europe to Health and 
There Is Much in the Suggestion 


Sir Esme Howard, British ambassador to 
the United States, i> reported to have told a 
Philadelphia audience recently that com¬ 
mon 'cnse. humor, and fair pla.v will cure 
Europe. Thus from a competent authority 
we have the a:

aid, as we have 


urance that in the conduct oi 
international affairs humor i' an efficient 
long known it is in lesser 
relations of life. Humor helps iqcn and women 
to see tilings nearer their true proportions 
than they otherwise would; it gets rid of 
some of the distortions of intense convictions; 
it enables even a partisan to perceive the 
other side's situation; it facilitates common 
sense and lair play. 

Harry Tammcn, editor of the Denver l’ost, 
in which capacity it is difficult to say 
Whether he displays a sen-e of humor, for 
though lie does funny things, he does them 
with great intensity—Tammcn, just recover¬ 
ing from an operation and a hospital experi¬ 
ence, declares that Irvin Cobb isn't a normal 
mail if he finds anything humorous in such an 
experience. Cobb, of course, wrote a whole 
humorous book on the subject. Tammen lias 
no sense of humor in this direction at the 
present moment, and if lie has no more m 
other directions, it would be well to avoid 
business dealings with him for the present. 

This man Cobb, by the way, not long ago 
wrote a sort of autobiography and so did 
another man, Theodore Dreiser. There was 
a curious parallel in their experiences; both 
as reporters had remarkably similar experi¬ 
ences us all young reporters do, for that 
matter. There "as even a similarity in the 
titles of their books :* "Myself Down to Date" 
was Cobb's; Dreiser's was “A Book About 
Myself." Cobb's sense of humor helped him 
to see things and hiuisch in relation to them 
in a way that gave him a degree of pleasure 
which kept him normal and eager. Dreiser 
from the same sort of experiences gained an 
impression oi himself and the rest oi the 
world that fits in very well with the fiction 
he ha' written, which places him in the 
group that arrogates to itself the designation 
"realist',” as if all that is real were drab 
and dingy. Dreiser may, for all we can say 
to the contrary, be a greater artist, but if 
we had to clear up a difficulty, we certainly 
would prefer the man with a sense of humor 
to deal with. 

And world affairs are run by men. We 
believe the ambassador is wholly right. 
Abraham Lincoln found better ways in a 
national crisis than other men who doubtless 
prided themselves that they were not afflicted 
with his unsuitable sense of humor. Humor 
would help wonderfully in the world just 
now.

wanted to. But, as the song says, " 1 hem 
Days is gone forever.” By becoming a 
minority, lie lias lost this right, lie hasn't 
even public sympathy with him if anything 
happens to him while lie is violating some of 
the rules made for his own safety.
